TACOMA, Wash., Aug. 8.—Work- 
men in the great woods of the Paci- 
fic Coast have a language all their 
own that tnat is not understood by 
the uninitiated. A “faller’ is the 
workman who “falls” the trees, and 
a good faller can always fall his 
tree so that it will drive a stake 
that he has previously set into the 
ground. 

A “bucker” saws the tree into 
logs, and the process is called “‘buck- 
ing a log.” A “sawyer” always 
works in the lumber mill, and he 
saws the logs into lumber. A “‘fil- 
er” files the saws and keeps them 
sharp. 

The “‘hooktender” in a logging 
camp puts the chain around’the logs 
so they may be hauled in with a | 
donkey engine. A “chaser’’-follows 
the log as it is being dragged in, 
a “swamper” keeps the roadway 
clear for the logs, and a “sniper” 
cuts off the sharp corners of the 
logs so théev will drag the easier.

WHAT CARELESSNESS COSTS. 

Street car carelessness cost careful car riders $715,- 
268 last year. That is what the United Railways Co. 
paid out in verdicts for damages, court fees and com- 
promise settlements, as shown by the report of Col. 
Albert T. Perkins, manager for the receiver. In 
theory the company paid it. But thie is only « 
pleasant fiction. The public paid it. A certain per- 
centage of the fares went for that purpose. That is 
one reason why it costs 7 cents to ride on St. Louis 
street cars. 

Street car accidents are due to somebody's care- 
lessness. The company and the victims of accidents 
agree on that. It is not so easy to agree on who is 
careless. Nearly always the passenger says it is an 
employe and the employe says it is the passenger. 
Sometimes they compromise, which is the wisest way. 
Sometimes both are so sure that they are right that 
they go to law and then there are court costs and at- 
torney fees and if it turns out that the passenger is 
right the passenger gets what the lawyer doesn’t 
keep. 

Suing the United Railways is oné of the most pop- 
ular St. Louis indoor pastimes. Last year 708 persons 
tried their hands at it. A good many lawyers make 
their living trying to get some of the money which 
the people pay for the operation of the system. The 
United Railways maintains a large staff of lawyers 


who try to keep the other lawyers from getting it. 
It also has a large and efficient claim department | 
which tries to keep the plaintiffs’ lawyers from get-| 
ting the winnings which by rights belong to the plain-. 
tiffs. |

“AS a@ matter of fact, none of these experi- 
ences is honestly prejudicial to Government 
ownership... The war imposed upon all trans- 
portation conditions not to be paralleled in time 
of peace. Before one swallows all that is said 
of the Shipping Board losses one ought to learn 
something about the plight of private shipping 
in England. 

“In the history of the British merchant ma- 
rine there has never been another time like 
this, when more than half the British mer- 
chant ships, the greatest trade-carrying fleet 
in the world, are rotting in harbor. 

“Had there been business for our ships the 
story of the Shipping Board would have been 
different. . There was no business. and the 
fleet with which we were to bridge the Atlan- 
tic is left on our hands. It is terrible enough 
to make it appear that someone is to blame 
for this; but it is absurd to discover in it the 
proof that the Government cannot profitably 
own and operate its merchant marine. 

“It must be remembered that the Shipping 
Board was building ships under great stress 
and expense at a time when they were indis- 
pensabie to victory in the war with Germany. 

“There is no proof in anything that has hap- 
pened that the Government cannot successfully 
operate transportation lines. Nobody is going 
to be fooled by what happened to Government 
and private operators alike during and imme- 
diately after the war.”
